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The "daylight aavinfi" plan la once 
more the topic of general conversation, 
and as is always the case with ques- 
tlona of this kind, It has many ardent 
'supporters,, many direct opposers and 
the usual amount of passive opinions. 

The factory Woricera are almost un- 
animously in favor of the plan, claim- 
ing that it gives them an extra hour of 
doylight in which to enjoy out of door 
sports at the close of workmg hours. 

On the other hand the fatmeta are 
much opposed to the plan and the farm 
organi7.ations are expressing disapprov- 
al of the plan through their representa- 
tives all oyer the country. The real 
idea is that the farmers need the day 
that is helpful to their work and the 
most beneficial to .their crops, much 
more tnan the city folks need the day 
that is helpful to their fun and play. 

Last year when the cities adopted 
the daylight saving plon and trie rural 
districts kept the old standard time it 
worked great disadvantages on the 
farmer in many ways. In getting to the 
train to ship his milk, in catching a 
train if he wished to go' to the city, in 
getting the children to school, where 
they went to school in the city, in mak- 
ing appointments for business, in bank- 
ing hours QIC, 

The farmers contends that if the city 
man has a garden and is Interested in it 
he will get up an. hour earlier to take 
care of it without having the time of 
the entire country turned around. He 
further argiies that if the city worker 
wanta longer hours aftdr work that it 
could be secured by the various factor- 
ies, store?, etc., opening our hour 
earlier and closing one hour earlier, but 
let the old clock tick on in itsaccustom- 
edway. 

Last year the city of Waukegan 
adopted the daylight saving plan by an 
4ict passed by the city council, but so 
much dissatisfaction arose that the 
commisaloneers refused to be caught 
napping this year and they haye de 
cided to put the matter up to a vote of 
the people, and thecity clerk has been 
authorized to prepore ballots for that 
purposG and the proposition will be sub- 
mitted to the people ot the polls April 
21 at the same time that they vote on 
the recall proposition. The vote will be 
unoflicial and it will be merely an ex- 
pression of the residents, but the 
majority will rule, which ever way it 
goes. 

Rural communities are not consider- 
ing the adoption of the plan, but it's 
adoption at the county' seat makes quite 
dilTerencB to the residents of the 



Sugar beet growers of RacJne and 
Kenosha counties dissatisfied with the 
offer of manufacturers to pay $7 a ton 
for sugar beets this season met in the 
town hailofSomers, Kenosha county, 
last Wednesday evening to determine 
whether or not they will devote any. 
land to the raising of sugar beets. The 
sentiment was largely in favor of re- 
fuaing to plant beets. 

The beet growers of the two counties 
are demanding that$8 a ton be paid by 
the manufacturers and declare that 
^ch price'will not net them a fair pro- 
fit for labor and investment and at 5S a 
ton they would suffer loss. 

Racine and Kenosha counties with 
400 farmers engaged In the raising of 
sugar beets, have led oil counties in 
WlBConsin, in the induatry for several 
years and should these farmers refuse 
to accept the contracts of the manu- 
facturers, at a price of $7 a ton,, the 
sugar beet manufacturing concerua 
would not receive the usual tonnoRe 
from which to muke sugar. 

Contracts have been sent to all 
Krowera in the two counties but it is 
understood that none of them have 
been signed and will not be. The grow 
ers have an ssfloclatlon which appointed 
a committee to look after the interests 
of t^ie members.

On the night of November 17 of, last 
year, thieves broke into a freight car 
at Kondout and got away with cigar- 
ettes to the amount of several hundred 
dollars. 

Four suspects who gave their names 
as Joseph Polek, Julius Partb, Joseph 
Manescaico and Harry Doll were ar- 
rested in Chicago a short time later and 
were indicted by the grand jury of 
Lake county on a ^charge of burglary, 
larceny and receiving stolen property. 
Their trial began in the circuit court 
last Friday and Mondny night the jury 
returned a verdict of "not Kullty" in 
face of the fact. that one of the niim- 
bor, Harry Doll, turned states evidence 
and made u complete confession. 

He said that he together with Polelc 
and Parlh got abroad a freight train 
and tossed off the cartons of clgarets 
at Rondout, He said that he and his 
companions then jumped off and hid the 
cigarets under a culvert. They then 
returned' to Chicago and enlisted the 
aid of Manescaleo who drove to Rond- 
out inhia auto and curried the plunder 
back to Chicago. 

He said they disposed of it for $800 
the money being divided five ways. His 
share he said was S107. .' 

The defendants in the case did not 
take the witness stand. In spite of 
what the states attorney 'felt was a 
dead op'en and shut case the jury found 
the defendatits "not guilty." 



As matters now stand it appears as 
though Fred Runyard may escape a 
aecond trial in the circuit court on a 
mere technicality. n This case has been 
closely watched by the.residents of this 
pnrt of the county and the outcome, of 
the tangle. that has now arisen will be 
watched with interest. 

Runyard was Indicted by the grand 
jury on the charge of haying mistreat- 
ed a|twelveyearsold Belgium girl. His 
first trial in January of this year re* 
suited in a disagreement of the jury 
which stood seyen to five. The case 
went to the jury on Saturday, Jan. 24. 
The next day, Sunday. Judge Edwards 
wafl convinced that the jury could not 
agree, and feeling that it would be a 
needless punishment for him to hold 
them together longer, instructed the 
bailiff to dismiss them. Runyard had 
gone home Saturday night after the 
case went to the jury and was not cal- 
led in when the jury was dismissed. 

The case was placed on trial again 
Tuesday by State's Attorney Smith. 
Runyard's attorneys John D. Pope and 
E. M. Runyard, argued that under the 
law the defendent could not be placed 
on trial again. They, argued that it was 
an error for the jury to have been dis- 
missed without the defendant being'in 
court and they argued further that in 
ordering the jury dismissed Judge Ed- 
wards had not officiated as "the court" 
which was not in session at the time. 
This action, they contended, was a bar 
to placing the defendant on trial again. 
Judge Edwards held that it was not 
necessary for Runyard to have been 
present at the time the jury was dis- 
missed but he was not sure about the 
other point raised. Rather thait go 

ahead with the case and find afterward 

that an error had been made he had the 
case set aside and took the matter un- 
der advisement for. ten days.

Trowbridge, 
the well known truck gardaner, has 
charge of the house. Mr. Hockings 
has built an 80 foot addition to his chic- 
ken house, making it 300 feet long and 
giving him room for 2,500 laying h'ens. 
A board fence twelve feet high has 
been built from the garage t(j the chic- 
ken house as a windbreak to protect 
the laying hens from the northwest 
winds. Steam pipes have been con- 
structed under the floor of the chicken 
house to keep the floors warm for the 
heris, it being an experiment to in- 
crease the number of eggs. Mr. Hock- 
ings in addition to supplying a select 
Chicago trade with eggs, furnishes the 
eggs for all Soo Line dining cars, Mr. 
Hockings now has 30,000 tggs hatching 
in his immense incubators. One third 
of the incubators are filled each week.

CONSlDEUAKhK light Is thrown on 
Uie question of farm prollts In a 
Inilletln just Issued by the Un|tiKl 
States Deimrtment of Agriculture, giv- 
ing the results of a study Uirough a 
period of live to seven yeai-s of tho 
business of IBTi farms In three ureaK,- 
ono each In Ohio, Indiana aud Wiscon- 
sin. 

"The average farm income of 2Ji 
farmers In Bilnier township. Washing- 
ton county, Ohio," the bulletin says, 
"for Uie seven years 1012 to 1U18 was 
9010, the labor Income .?li70, and the 
-return on the caidtal 4.« per cent 

"The average fann Income of 00 
farmers In Fsrest and Johnson town- 
ships, Clinton etmnty, Indiana, for the 
seven year4 1010 and lOlJl to 1918 was 
$1,850. the labor Income %^m, nnd Uio 
return on capital 0.7 per cent. 

"The average fann Income of 00 
formers In Verona and adjacent town- 
ships, IJane county, Wisconsin, for the 
five years 1013 to 1017 wim $1,203, the 
labor Income $408, nnd Uie retuni on 
tho capital 4.7 per cent This gives 
nn average of 5 i>er cent. 

"A considerable part of the fanners* 
UVlDg c^ime directly from Uie farm. In

comotives and street cars, to supidy 
all electric lighting and to generate 
heat for much of the cooking and 
warming of rooms in private homes, 
**At the present time the railroads 
In tho super-power area are carrying 
about 00.000,000 ton^ of coal annually, 
this coal constituting -10 per cent of 
the freight of \he roads. It Is estl- 
nnited that half of this coal would he 
saved, or :IO,000,000 tons annually, nnd 
the rallrods relieved of their present 
overburden.

"The utility and helpfulness of this

Little haM 
yet been done, however, compared 
with what remains undone." 

"I asked the Department of tlio In-

Just about a year ago the world 
reiuembers the unusual poisoning of 
u fundly of five In New York from 
the effects of entlne Incouip^'^tely ster- 
Uizcd ripe olives. 

A few weeks ago a hurried cnll 
came from Cedar Rapids, la., to the 
university announcing that 19 people 
bad been stricken with poison as a 
result of eating canned spinach. Once 
jupre the senjju was called for, and 
17 were saved. ' 

While Dr. Graham's work has been 
more for the protection of live stock, 
yet the comparative Importance to hu- 
man beings is emphasized by Its cura- 
tive and preventive qualities. 

5 New Coking Process. 

Without doubt one of the greatest 
things that have ever been done by 
the university hJis been the work 
known as "rnrr's low temperature 
coking process." 

It has been said by a prominent 
citizen of the st*.e that this one 
project, when placea on a commercial 
ba^ls "will add more wealth to the 
staie'of Illinois than all the appropria- 
tions the -university will get In a hun- 
dred years." 

The discovery Is that of a now proc- 
ess for manufacturing coke, which not 
onlv effocts a great reduction In the 
tliue required, but makes possible the 
recovery of by-products whose coiu- 
■merclal value is greater tlmn the orig- 
inal value of the coal. 

The results achieved are brieny 
these: Four charges of coal (In mak- 
ing coke) e^•ery 24 hours Instead of 
one, and, therefore, 5.000 pounds of 
coke instead of 1,400 pounds; 80 gal- 
lons of tar every 24 liours Instead of 
10 gallons ; ?.2.tXiO cubic feet of gas 
instead of lO.OOO-all from the same 
oven capacity. 

6— Furnace and Fuel DlBCOveries, 
The university, working under a co- 
operative agreement with the National 
Air Heating and Ventilating assoela- 
llon. has. made an extended and de- 
tailed investigation which Involves the 
detmnhiation of the elUclenoles and 
capacities of wann-air furnaces nnd 
the fullowlng slgnincant results as 
applied to warm-air lieating are de- 
serving of special emphasis:

Tlh^se samples are r.nt merely the 
result of skimming the earth's sur- 
face but contain earth froni the sur- 
face to 40 Indies In depth. As a re- 
sult of this testing and cIas?ItUatIon 
It is possible to tell just what crops 
can and canm)t be raised In any par- 
ticular part of the state. It is further 
possible to judge what size of crop 
will be produced on any land, weather 
conditions being normal. 

a— DiBcovery of New Wheat.

"The government of the United 
States." says the comnnuih-atlon, 
"views with deep sympathy and era>e 
concern the plight of the people of 
Russia and desires to aid by every 
appropriate means In P^«'"«tlng 
proper opportunities through which 
commerce can he established upon a 
sound basis. It Is manifest to this 
government that In existing clrcum- 1 
stances there Is no assurant-e for the 
development of trade, us the suppUes 
u-hlch Itussla might now he able to 
obtain would he wholly Inadequate to 
meet her neeils and no lasting K^od 
can result so long as the presen 
causes of progressive Impoverishment 
continue to operate. It Is only In the 
productivity of Ilussla that there is 
any hope for the Uusslan people and 
It Is Idle to expect resumption ol 
trade until the economic bases of pro- 
duction are Feeurely established. 
Production is conditioned upon the 
pafcty of life, the recojrnltlnn by lina 
guarantees of private property ; the 
sanctity of contract, and the rights ot 
free labor.

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Tens of Thousands of Children in 

United States Are Reported 

Housed in Firetraps. 



REPORTS FROM 429 CITIES 

453,000 Pupils Either on Half-Time 
Study or inUnsultcd Quarters- 
Survoy Conducted by Chamber 
of Commcpce Committee. 



New York.— Tens of tliousnnds of 
school children housed In Ilretrnpsnnd 
liundredfl of Uioiisands of them elUier 
on half time or In nuikeshlft hulldUnja 
is the condition In 420 cities of the 
United States, ns disclosed In aroport 
xnado public here. 

The report wuk Issued by the na- 
tional committee for chaniher of com- 
jiiercc co-operation with the public 
schools on "h Hur\ey conducted by the 
American city bureau. 

The committee was organized In 
February, 1020, to jntiulro into Kchool 
<;ondUlonH. lU executive committee 
la headell by George D. Struyer of 
'Xencher«' college, Columbhi unlVorsUy, 
^*ew York. 

The evidence presented "shows 
<;lenrly timt there ure tens of tbou- 
.•<ands of children now housed In old, 
unsanitary, dangerou.s buildings," says 
Mr. Strayor In- his Introiluctlon to the 
report, "Many of these siructurea are 
Itest elassilled us Uretraps." 
-Data From 429 Cities, 
Data wus received from -120 cities. 
The report says: VTheso facts, ob- 
tained from 75 per cent of all Uie 
cities reporting, show that In these 
cities, even excluding those housed 
In ainiexe.s where conditions may be 
iionnnl.i there are more than *I53,000 
children who are eUher on half time 
because of lack of building space or 
jire housed In portables, rented build- 
ings, attics, basements or corridors. 
It would require an average of two 
au-room buildings In each of these cit- 
ies to properly bouse these groups of 
dilldren alone." 

Tho report sots forth statistically 
the Inndecpmcy of playground space. 
•■It Is clear that In many cities chil- 
dren are now boused In bulbllngs In 
which there Is less space on- the play- 
ground thiin is supplied In the class- 
rooms In which they are taught," says 
Mr. Stmyor In the Introduction. 
"Three million six Iiundred thousand 



children are represented In this report 
on playgroumls," It Is stated, "and the 
study discloses that one-half of them 
—1,800,000 children— Imve each a play- 
ground less than six by sis feet per 
pupil, and many of them have no play- 
ground at all. 

"These facts of limited playground 
siiace," says the rei>ort, "present one 
of the serious prohlema confronting 
those who are iniereated In the wel- 
fare of American school children. 
Whatever tlio cost, adequate play- 
ground space should he provided for 
those school buildings nlready erect- 
ed In congested districts. Public sen- 
timent must become so strong that It 
will be considered a breach of trust 
for school nulborltU^ to erect a school 
building on a site Unit will not alTord 
atle(inate playground .space for all tlio 
pupils housed In tlie building." 
Few Fireproof Buildings. 
On the subject of fire hazard la 
schools the report states: "Only live 
per cent of tho total number of build- 
ings are of the types constructed usu- 
ally called fireproof. Only a small 
number have fireproof elements to 
lessen ihe fire hazard to the children. 
At least 25 per cent of Uie two poor- 
est typos of buildings are of two or 
more stories, and do not have a fire 
escape. Tblrty-nlne per cent of these 
two types are without lire extlugulab- 
ers and less than ten' per cent of them 
have automatic sprinkler equipment In 
any part of Uio buildings. Only 11 i«r 
cent have autonnitic fire alarms, Sucit 
facts as thOMi demonstrate the exist- 
once of a real menace to the children 
of these cities." One-half of pres- 



ent dny schools were built prior lO 

1807. 

The report directs attention to "the 
large number of children between the 
ages of thirteen and sixteen years wlio 
leave the public schools," and adds: 
"There probably Is no more serious 
problem or one more dlfllcult to solve 
now facing the people of this coun- 
try." 

According to the reports from 200 
cities per cent of Uie children have 
left school before their thirteenth 
year, 10 per cent before fourteen, 38 
per cent before fifteen, and 04 per cent 
before they are sixteen years old. 

"In tlie geographical groups," tho 
report continues, "the highest per 
cent of these children remain In the 
western clUes. Next In order are "the 
great plains cities, then the southern, 
the great lakes, and the lowest of all 
are the eastern cities. In this last 
group only 20 per cent of the children 
Blxtetn years of age. and 50 per cent 
of those from fourteen to sixteen 
years, Inclusive, arc In school."
